BOILED INDIAN PUDDING. 
Mix sifted Indian meal with three 
pints of scalding hot milk. 
If you 
have no milk, water may be substi­ 
tuted. 
Stir in three large tablespoon- 
fills of sugar or molasses, 
two 
of 
wheat flour, half a spoonful of ginger 
or two tablespoon ful a of cinnamon, 
and one of salt. 
T w o or three eggs, 
a little melted butter or chopped suet 
improve the pudding, but these are 
not essential. 
Do not have the pud­ 
ding bag, which should be well flour­ 
ed inside, much more than half full 
of fh'» batter, as it requires consider­ 
able room in which to swell. 
It will 
he good when boiled three hours, but 
is better for six hours’ boiling.

SOAfE HOUSEHOLD DANGERS. 
After filling a lamp, too, be careful 
to wipe the outside dry, for any tric­ 
kle of oil on the sides might easily 
catch fire. 
Don’t allow the oil to stand in the 
lamp. 
If it is not burned it should 
be throw'n away 
It gathers impuri­ 


t i e s and increases the risk of an ex­ 
plosion. 
For the sam e reason alwrays 
keep the paraffin can well corked. 
Be careful when you light a fire in 
the kitchen that there is plenty of 
water in the boiler. 
Otherwise, when 
the cold water rushes into the hot 
boiler it is likely to crack it. 
Don’t put clothes round the fire to 
dry and then go to bed and leave 
them. 
A spark may easily fly out 
of the fire and se f them alight.

Don’t try to m ake a fire draw by 
holding a newspaper up in front of It. 
If it doesn't set fire to the mantel­ 
piece or to your own clothes, it may 
fly blazing up the chimney and set 
that alight. 
If vou use a gas stove never leave 
it with anything th af might boil over 
cooking upon it.

complained that “ oratory is now one of 
the lost arts,” and some American pa­ 
pers have commented on the statement 
as true, and lamented the fact.

depends upon what one means by “ ora­ 
tory.” 
If the word recalls to the men­ 
tal ear the long, i>eriodic sentences, the 
during 
metaphors 
and 
polysyllabic 
words of the men who were distinguish­ 
ed as “ orators” In tin* early and middle 
part of the nineteenth century, thenu- 
oratory is a lost art. “ Sparticus to the 
Gladiators,” “ My Name is Norval” and 
many other oratorical favorite** of that 
period are now more 
provocative of 
laughter than of the emotions which 
true oratory ought to rouse. The change 
is partly a change in national tuste and 
standards; of u piece with the tendency 
toward simplification which has affect­ 
ed many other things. 
In Its palmy 
days much “ oratory” was mere bun­ 
combe and spread-eagleism, and It has 
declined because public taste has im­ 
proved to the point that it will no 
longer tolerate such “ brutal assaults 
upon the feelings.” 
In its place has 
come a manner of public speaking more 
restrained and reserved, often 
more 
closely argued and convincing, making 
Its appeal through the intellect rather 
than through the emotions. 
There is 
no question that it is more generally 
suited to the spirit of the times than 
the old-style oratory of the thirties ami 
forties. 
Yet now and then something 
happens to show the men of to-day that 
even the best of the modern public 
speaking falls short of what those of 
an earlier generation meant by “ ora­ 
tory.” 
Such a thing happened in the 
Democratic national convention of 189 0, 
when Mr. Bryan swept the whole con­ 
course of delegates off their feet by the 
sheer force of his oratory; and he has 
shown a similar power at times since 
then. 
If the new oratory has something 
which the old lacked, it also lacks some­ 
thing which the old possessed -a fire" 
that kindled the imagination and touch­ 
ed the heart.
